In cases where such inducement is unsuccessful, the rental fee ia made 30 low 
thet it amounts to a fraction of the legitimate rental fee; the difference is 
probably made up from Soviet propazanada funds in China. Among the Shanghai 
theaters which show Soviet films are the following: Paris, Strand, Golden Gate, 
Astor, Koyal, Wing On, Omon, Doumer and the Pinliang in Wayside District. 
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Because of the unpopulerity of Sewiet films in Tientsin,
